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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the reasons set forth in aprevious office action. 
As stated in a previous office action, Schermerhonn does not teach having cunrent flow paths coupled to each of X and Y axes electrodes 
of the display panel. Kenji on the other hand teaches a first switchable cunrent path z1 and a second current path z2 are provided between 
a power source line 51 and a terminal px to apply electric voltage to each cell in common with one another (see the abstract, note that the 
atJstract has enough information to teach the missing limitation in Schermerthom)Thus, It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to combine Schermerhom's single driver circuit 30 shown in Fig. 4 with Kenji's first switchable 
current path z1 and the second current path z2, because the use of first switchable current path z1 and the second cunrent path z2 helps 
reduce unnecessary electromagnetic radiation in a plasma display system as taught by Kenji (see the abstract). In response to applicant's 
argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or 
motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill In the art. 
See In re Fine. 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this 
case the rational to combine is as explained above. 
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
